were decorated with large red roses 
And rich lace curtains hung in artistic 
folds and In decoration the sophomorei 
displayed more pride than either the 
juniors or members of the alumni.

Schwendender of St. Joseph, who made 
a very appropriate and pointed ad- 
dress. 


President 
Edgcumbe 
made 
the 
annual 
address of the college. 
He 
was glad that the interest of Benton 
Harbor in the college on its fourteenth 
birthday was no less than it was four- 
teen years ago. 
He called attention 
to the fact that the college held the 
tirst school commencement in Yore's 
opera house and that it was holding 
the first commencement in the 
new 
Bell. 
He stopped in his address to 
praise the building and to congratulate 
the city and the citizens who built It. 


He announced ihat the college would 
honor a Benton Harbor boy, a gradu- 
ate of the college, Harry 
McCracken, 
by besiowiug upon him the degree of 
bachelor science. 
Mr. McCracken has 
no diploma except that of the Benton 
Harbor college and he is holding the 
chair of principal of the geography and 
science department of the Minnesota 
normal school at Si. Cloud. The alumni 
of the college now numbers 253 and not 
one of them has made a failure. 


"As we approach the twentieth 
cen- 
tury," said the president, "there are 
marked changes promised in our col- 
leges. 
Dr. 
Harper, of Chicago uoi- 
versity, says that the present educa- 
tional system 
is 
chaos 
Before 
the 
iirst twenty years of the new ceniury 
shall pass away there will be marked 
changes in the courses in the colleges, 
lu view of these changes there wiii be 
inaugurated at the end of our lifteenth 
year changes in the courses of study in 
this school." 
The doctor went on to 
partially explain his plan and 
hinted 
that there would be a carre»paadeu e 
course in eonnection with the college 
for advanced study. 


Dr. Edgcumbe quoted Dr. Harper as 
saying 
that no young man 
hud any 
business to enter a university until he 
had decided what line of work he ex- 
pected 
to follow. 
There iti no more 
pathetic Pcene, Dr. Harper wa-s again 
quoted, than a young man who goes to 


a university and does not know 
what 
he wantM to take.

THE FRUIT OUTLOOK. 


State Reports Say That Recont Frosts 
H ave Damatrod Buds. 


Lansing. .May 11.—The state 
crop 
bulletin says: 
The information in re- 
gard to fruit is favoraide on the whole. 
There are many reports in regard 
to 
peach and 
plum 
trees being killed, 
which will necessarily shorten 
these 
crops. 
Hard frosts have prevailed In 
many parts of the state and have un- 
doubtedly damaged the more advanced 
fruit buds 
Taking into consideration 
the fact that trees generally were verv 
full of fruit buds, there is uiul nibtedly 
enough 
left for a good crop unless 
something unusual occurs, as, for In- 
stance, hard freeze late in the season. 
The prospects for a crop of the various 
kinds of fruit at the present time are:
